All 
along Broad street during the pro­ 
cession the ambulances dashed and 
automobiles pressed into emergency 
service whizzed to perm anent and to 
temporary hospital structures. 
Trouble Over Tickets 
The trouble was precipitated by 
the concerted refusal of the grand­ 
stand owners to honor the tickets 
givin to them to Director of Public 
Safety Clay lot* the use or Hie city s 
guests, Grand Army men, members. 
etc., when permission to elater the 
grandstand was granted. 
This time the director demanded 
IO per cent of the seats in tach stand. 
They were granted grudgingly; the 
owners had not made much money 
during the week and knew they could 
retrieve by today’* show. Early this 
morning they got together, bade de­ 
finance to p o lic e and administration 
and decided not to recognize the IO 
per cent tickets. From early morning 
crowds had been flocking to the city. 
The grandstands behind the IO per 
cent seats were stuffed full. As soon 
as this was effected the owners let 
down the bars and stuffed the reserv­ 
ed seats. W hen the holders of these 
tickets appeared there as no place 
for them. 
Scores of Fights. 
Immediately fights sprang up from 
one end of the stand to the other. The 
police were powerless. 
The stand 
owners had gotten legal advice and 
there was no effort made at the city 
hall to force the contract. 
In 
the 
meantime the throngs, excited by the 
fighting, swayed about furiously, wo­ 
men fell f a ir in g and children were 
trampled .under foot. 
Policemen with their hats battered 
♦ti. grandstand ushers and attaches 
with torn clothing and bleeding faces 
and cursing, fighting groups of men 
were looked down upon bv the beau­ 
tifully garbed men and women. 
Driven Back by Police. 
Surging in from every cross street 
the mass of p'Hinle jafnmcd against 
the heavy ropes, threatening to hurst 
them down and pour in a solid mass 
across the line of parade. 
Only by 
herculean efforts of the police was 
this prevented and the crowds h u r­ 
ried hack against the walls of build­ 
ings on either side. 
Many were in­ 
jured in this way. 
The scats on the stands sold like 
hot cakes at from I?* to SIO each. 
There were sixty-eight floats rep­ 
resenting the history of Philadelphia 
from the time the first vessel sailed 
up the Delaware river in 1616 to the 
present day. 
I Alw Fly B»*ll in Parade. 
Accorded a position of honor in 
a 
line of sixty-nine magnificent floats 
was the old Liberty hell. 
Under the initial subdivision 
of 
“exploration and early settlement." 
the parade began with a model of the 
“ Onrust." the first ship to enter the 
Delaware in 1616. 
The second section of the pageant 
was given'over to the history of Wil­ 
liam Penn and 
the 
Quakers, ten 
floats being employed to depict 
the 
scenes of the period. 
“Colonial Philadelphia” comprised 
the third section. 
It included gala 
floats showing the 
proclaiming of 
George I. in 1714. the coming to 
town of Benjamin Franklin in 1723, 
Franklin and his kite, 
and 
other 
scenes. 
The revolution was treated in the 
fourth division, while the 
others 
dealt with the successive steps of the 
nation under the constitution.

When the Athletics lost to the Giants

In 1906 Comiskey. the big h eart­ 
ed owner of the Chicago W hite Sox, 
gave his 
players 
$15,^00 
besides 
their regular share for winning from 
the Cubs. 
President Yawkov of the 
Tigers last season handed the losing 
Tigers $15,000 for their valiant ser­ 
vice and the players 
.spilt 
among 
themselves something like $ 3 7 ,0 0 0 . 
The Cubs* share of the receipts 
last season wa? something like $3 4,- 
000 and President 
Murphy 
added 
enough to this to make $45,000. 
The wisest ruling made by the na­ 
tional commission was th at the play­ 
ers should share onlv In the first 
four games. As four victories decide 
the championship this regulation pre­ 
vented any talk of needlessly pro­ 
longing the series on the part of the 
players for the sake of 
bettering 
themselves financially.

She was only 17 years old and liv­ 
ed a t 2401 H um boldt avenue, Min- 
n ca pol I is. The horse was Texas Pinto 
and becam e frightened a t the corner 
of TwTenty-fifth and P ortland, and 
threw his rider heavily to the pave­ 
m ent. W hen she was exam ined a t th* 
N orthw estern hospital it was found 
th a t her skull was fractured and th a t 
th e re were oilier serious injuries. 
Edw ard C. Kelly, a team ster, was 
Instantly killed in a runaw ay acci­ 
dent which occurred on Penn avenue 
north, Minneapolis. 
He was dashed f rom his team and 
m et such injuries th a t death follow­ 
ed a t once.
